DE19801672A1 (German Reference) 

ABSTRACT: 

Relatively spaced pair of rope (8) pulleys are mounted on a crossbar (12) adjusting 
on a traction tower structure (4) and a length-adjustable support (20) can be hinged 
at various positions to the tower and is swivel-mounted on a horizontal sled (16). 
The tower, sledge and support together produce a variety of training appts. Frames. 
A pair of additional pulleys (13) is mounted between the pulleys (14) and a pair of 
pulleys (lib) is mounted pivotally on the top end of the tower structure. Each of 
the pair of pulleys (14) at least is secured to a sleeve (15) sliding along the 
respective side of the crossbar (12). Each side of the crossbar is telescopic and can 
be extended by plug-on adapters. The crossbar comes in two parts, each pivoted on 
the tower (4) and the pivotal parts of the crossbar (12) can be arrested on the tower 
by an arrester. The sled (16) adjusts horizontally on the structure foot (3) by means 
of the support (20) which (20) is hinged to the sledge itself. The seating element 
(28) of seat (22) is hinged to the support (20) and is supported on the sledge (16) by 
means of a height-adjustable connector (24). The seating element (27) is fitted out 
with a leg excercise unit (30) and the tower structure can be moved easily on its 
wheels (5) and can be laid with all components flat as required.

Device comprises frame (1) which carries two symmetrical cable and pulley 
systems with sets of weights (2), an auxiliary frame (3), a support stool (4) and an 
additional stool (6) with roller board (5). Each cable and pulley system has a 
support (7) with pulleys (9) on axles (8), two separate supports (10, 11) with axles 
(12,13) for lower pulleys (14,15), cables (16) with one end fixed to support (7) by 
adjuster (17) and the other to a carabiniere (18) for attaching accessories such as 
handles (19), roller supports (20), boots (22). The frame (3) can be fixed in any 
required position or height on vertical members (23). The additional stool (6) can 
be locked together with stool (4) and the roller tracks (24) extended. The device 
can be used for a wide range of exercises with the user seated on stool (4) or on 
roller board (5).
